Young is having a difficult time in his campaign in North Dakota and noted that if 
he is defeated, Senator Clifford Case will be next in line for a position on the 
Intelligence Operations Subcommittee since Senator Cotton is retiring at the end 
of this Congress. 

I mentioned to McConnell that Jack lams, Comptroller, had been interested 
in having the reduction in the SLUC payment, the crediting of the Air America 
sale and the addition of a line item on representational expenses included in a 
letter from the Chairman notifying us of our appropriation.

thought this was unnecessary since it was well understood by the Director and

(D. , N. C. ) will amend our exemption to include the requirement for rule- 
making procedures in section 553 of Title 5, U. S. C. He confirmed that at this 
time we not try for a floor amendment in the House since this very well could 
open up a full debate on the merits of the Agency's exemption from most of 
the bill. He has not read the Senate bill (S. 3418), but as quite sure that it is 
considerably different than the House version (H. R. 16373). This would give 
considerable latitude to the conference committee. Kronfeld is confident that 
he can include legislative history in the conference report which would clearly 
state that the exemptions in section 553 are intended to apply. We will discuss 
this further tomorrow when the exact amendments to be offered by Senator 
Ervin on the Senate floor may be known.
